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Booms are p leasantly ex citing 
ex p eriences while they last. High 
wages, div idends and ex tra div i­ 
dends, q u ick and generou s p ro­ 
fits from sp ecu lation in the Stock 
M arket, fortu nes q u ickly accu m ­ 
u lated from real estate transac­ 
tions and the other concom it­ 
ants of boom tim es hav e their 
elem ents of allu rem ent. U nfor­ 
tu nately , the law of grav itation 
ap p lies to booms. W hat goes u p 
m u st come down, as those who 
recall 1929 know fu ll well. For 
this reason those who are fa r­ 
sighted and thou ghtfu l will v iew 
w ith dismay the p rosp ect of a 
boom and will do all they can to 
p rev ent its dev elop ment. 
The N ational City B ank’s fi­ 
nancial and bu siness 
analy sts 
feel encou raged, not dep ressed, 
ov er the last m onth’s drop in 
commodity p rices from recent 
highs. A few sp ecu lators whose 
calcu lations were not q u ite ac­ 
cu rate may be inju red, the bank­ 
ers believ e, bu t the p u blic will 
not su ffer ap p reciably . 
There are p rop hets who env i­ 
sion anoth er boom in 1939 and 
there are realistic economists 
who feel certain th a t su ch a 
boom, if it comes, will be fol­ 
lowed by a crash in 194 2. As we 
do not w ant the crash, it goes 
w ithou t say ing th a t we do not 
w ant th e boom. In fact, we con­ 
sider the p rosp ect only 
w ith 
em otions 
closely 
ap p roaching 
terror. 
Instead of a q u ick ascent to 
the 
dizzy

wou ld m u ch rath er see a cau ­ 
tiou s establishm ent of a reason­ 
able lev el of bu siness p rosp erity

said. 
“Ou r p eop le,” said the kindly - 
faced bishop , u nshav en in ac­ 
cordance 
w ith Amish 
cu stom, 
“hold fast to old cu stom s—bu t 
bu ndling is not one of them .” 
Bishop Bontreger, who gains 
his liv elihood from farm ing, as 
do m ost Amish, sat in his p lain­ 
ly fu rnished farm 
home 
and 
talked of how m odern inv en­ 
tions made it difficu lt for his 
p eop le to keep worldliness from 
crowding in u p on them . 
“ We fo rego mo dern times,” he 
said, “ to pro tect o ur y o ung fo lks 
fro m no n-spiritual influences.” 
But auto mo biles, mo tio n pic­ 
tures and radio , with their lure 
to the y o unger generatio n, hav e 
made the fight against wo rldli­ 
ness mo re difficult, he said. 
“ We find no thing sinful,” he

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PUMP-PRIMING AND UNEMPLOYMENT 
One of the ex cu ses of the su pporters of the 
New Deal lor heav y ex penditu res nas been that 
spending was done to prime tne pu mp, and re­ 
store bu siness. We hav e increased ou r national 
indebtedness by something like fifteen billions 
and are faced with continu ed large ex penditu res 
for relief and higher tax ation. 
Yet one wou ld be led to believ e from official 
reports that the New Deal method of spending 
ou rselv es into prosperity has not been entirely 
su ccessfu l. In spite of the fifteen billion in­ 
crease in indebtedness we still hav e something 
like nine or ten million people ou t of jobs. Bu t 
this is not all of it. 
An ex amination of the 
national, the state and the commu nity bu rdens 
for relief indicate that these hav e grown rather 
than decreased du ring the past three y ears. 
Therefore, in spite of the pu mp-priming, despite 
the smoke of prosperity coming from the factory 
windows, and aside from the fact that the roses 
are blooming arou nd Mary ’s v ine-clad cottage 
again, something mu st be wrong. 
The president himself say s we need a billion 
and a half for relief nex t y ear. Mr. Harry Hop­ 
kins, who ou ght to know something abou t the 
relief situ ation if any body does, becau se he 
spends the money , say s state and local gov ern­ 
ments contribu ted nearly fou r times as mu ch 
for relief in 1936 as they did in 1933, which 
marked the depth of the depression! 
Bu t the federal gov ernment has fared ev en 
worse, mathematically speaking. 
According to 
Mr. Hopkins’ report the national gov ernment in 
1936 spent nearly sev en times as mu ch for relief 
as in 1933! Of cou rse, some u nfeeling “horse 
and bu ggy ites” may say that 1936 was a cam­ 
paign y ear while 1933 wasn’t, bu t we reject this 
cy nical thou ght. 
Yet they do tell u s that sev eral millions hav e 
fou nd employ ment since 1933 and things are 
better. 
It hardly squ ares with the relief ex ­ 
penditu res both federal, state and local. Some­ 
thing is wrong somewhere. Perhaps it costs more 
to fu rnish relief now than it did in 1933. The 
cheaper dollar, the sit-down strike and the plow­ 
ing u nder program hav e raised the cost of liv ing. 
Bu t ev en at best it is still a pu zzle pictu re. The 
pu mp priming hasn’t worked, altogether, al­ 
thou gh the su ction seems stronger than ev er. 


be made indirectly as well as directly . In this 
respect one may well recall the pu rported speech 
of Henry A. Wallace, made early in April. Mr. 
Wallace is secretary of agricu ltu re in President 
Roosev elt’s cabinet and is often mentioned as a 
possible New Deal candidate for president in 
1.9 40. 
. 
Mr. Wallace is qu oted as declaring that if the 
United States gov ernment does not interv ene to 
confiscate the “ex cess sav ings” of persons and 
corporations in the United States we will be in 
the midst of another boom in 1940. He intimated 
that it shou ld be the policy of the gov ernment 
to seize these “ex cess” sav ings by tax ation and 
distribu te them in v ariou s forms of relief to 
the su pposedly “impov erished” one-third of the 
popu lation. 
Other New Deal leaders hav e intimated that 
it may become the policy of the gov ernment if 
necessary to increase tax es to redistribu te in­ 
come. 
It becomes ev ident therefore that in order to 
hav e a redistribu tion of wealth it is not necessary 
to div ide u p indu stries, farms and estates by 
military force. It can be done throu gh the simpler 
and bloodless method of heav y tax ation. Take 
the money away from the earners and giv e it 
to those who don’t earn it. There is not only a 
proposition which smacks strongly of something 
like socialism or commu nism bu t bears ev idence 
of hav ing political v alu e. 
Therefore in argu ing that there is no danger 
of ou r adopting a new and more commu nal form 
of gov ernment, it is ju st as well to remember that 
there is more than one way to kill a dog. 


Du ring the World War we had gov ernment 
officials who drew only a dollar a y ear. Now we 
hav e gov ernment officials who can spend a bil­ 
lion dollars a y ear.

MORE THAN ONE WAY TO DO IT 
We are frequ ently told by those who wish to 
reassu re u s that there is little or no danger of 
a change in ou r democratic form of gov ernment. 
The situ ation, it is said, and rightfu lly so, is far 
different from that in Eu rope. 
We 
hav e few 
class distinctions now, althou gh great efforts are 
being made to promote class consciou sness. Then 
a change in ou r economic statu s, toward col­ 
lectiv e ownership wou ld be v ery difficu lt here 
becau se so many people own their own homes 
and there are so many bank accou nts and life 
insu rance policies. 
All of this is qu ite tru e. Yet it may be ju st 
as well to point ou t the fact that changes can
